OlreoUr Beeiting How DaDgerons to 
Monopolists Will be Oontinued 
Demooratle Rnle—Des- 
perate Scheme to 
Bay Totes. 


NEW TOBK, May 2 9 . — T h e republican 
party has concluded to be successful in 
the coming campaign, if money and 
bare-faced lying will permit of it. A 
circular has just come to light which 
shows the program to be followed. 


The monopolists, the millionaires, the 
capitalists, intend to pool their allied 
wealth and carry the election against the 
people. The manufacturer intends to 
show that a high protective tariff en- 
riches only himself, and not the work- 
ingmen. All over the country they are 
subscribing money for the purpose of 
carrying the ensuing election for the re-

At the head of the movement to 
secure an enormous fund to control the 
elections is the National Bepublican 
League of the United States, of which 
James P. Foster, of New York, is presi- 
dent. Letters have been sent out to 
every prominent republican capitalist in 
the country asking in the strongest 
terms for a subecription, and appealing 
to them on the ground that it is a fight 
between protection and free trade as 
represented on the one side by the re- 
publican and on the other side by the 
democratic party.

WAsmNOTON, May 29.—The following 
bulletin was issued at 10 o'clock as the 
result of the consultation at 9:30 o'clock, 
this moming: General Sheridan passed 
a quiet night, sleeping most of the time. 
He awoke for a few moments, at inter- 
vals of about half an hour, recognizing 
and conversing rationally with those in 
the room. His respiration and pulse re- 
main good. 
On the whole, the condi- 
tion noted in last euening's bulletin con- 
tinues with only slight Improvement. 


Ool. Blunt said, this morning: 
"The 
general slept well during the night and 
BOW appears much refreshed. His sleep 
was natural and his respiration, also,was 
easier and more natural and there was 
no occasion to resort to oxygen treat- 
ment at all. 


"This compressed oxygen gas

worked wonders in this case and the 
general's remarkable rally 
from his 
severe sinking spell of yesterday morn- 
ing is attributed by many of us to this 
agency." 


One of the prettiest sight of the morn- 
ing was when 
the 
general's 
three 
daughters stopped in the midst of the 
play on the beautiful lawn snrrounding 
the house and gathered some fiowers to 
be sent to their father. 


At 11:46 a. m. it was reported from 
the sick chamber that the favorable con- 
dition indicated in the morning bnlletin 
had been fully maintained. Indeed not 
an unfavorable symptom or condition 
has appeared since the change for the 
better noted in the 8:30 bulletin of last 
night. 


The general sleeps at intervals with- 
out artificial aid. Not a trace of reoc- 
currence of oedema has so far made its 
appearance and all things considered 
the general is confidently believed by 
his attending physicians, to be really 
better. 


The following bulletin was issaed at 1 
p. m.: Since this morning's bulletin, 
whatever change has taken place in 
General Sheridan's condition is for the 
better.

THE CITY BONDS. 


Last Sunday, a writer in the Gazette 
criticised the city government for not 
having paid off ^90,000 railroad bonds 
issued twenty years ago, and suggested 
that in refunding them they be placed 
or Boid at hom& 


The writer is not up in municipal af- 
fairs. He does not know that the city 
has in the last few yean paid off all its 
city orders, paid off the smaller portions 
of the bonded debt, placed the city on a 
cash basis, almost doubled the fire de- 
partment and poli«e system and kept 
pace generally with the growing city. 


He does not know that in doing all of 
these things the city reduced its tax 
levy from $1.20 to $100; that the valua- 
tiou of real and personal property is lees 
than it was fourteen years ago; that 
every department is operated cheaper 
than it was at that time, and that the 
management of the municipal affairs has 
been such as to excite admiration. 


In reply to the Oazeite communica- 
tion, Mayor Mnhler says: 


"The total bonded and floating debt 
of the dty on the first day of May,1874, 
was $700,000. Since that time $270,000 
has been added for water works, making 
a total indebtedness of $970,000. 
The 
present bonded debt of the dty is $740,- 
000, $282,000 lees, with $120,000 in the 
treasury on the first day of May, 1888, 
and the last installment of taxes to be 
collected, which will amount to $78,000 
more, making in all, as compared with 
1874, $428,000 as the net savings of the 
city during the past fourteen years, or 
an average of $^,000 a year, as much

neas of the city 


"By refonding the $399,000 Chat eome 
due the dty will be enabled to take op 
$60,000 that mature September 15tli, 
1892, and $86,000 that mature October 
15th, 1899, which, with $4,000 a year 
now being paid to take np $50,000 issued 
October 26th, 1881, 
and of 
which 
amount $14,000 have already been paid, 
will be all tbat the citizens ought to be 
asked to pay and make the other im- 
provements that our growing dty de- 
mands. It is all that can be done, at 
least without increasing the levy, which 
ought not be done, as there is no good 
reason why this generation shcmld pay 
for all the improvements that'are being 
made, surely as much for those who 
come after us as for us. 


"I do not believe that very many 
bonds could be sold in this dty at as 
low a rate of interest as we hope to re- 
fund them at, still I am sure that the 
council will be only too glad to have 
them, or part of them, taken in this 
city. The last bonds that the dty sold 
were 5| per cent bonds and sold at a 
premium, which made them 4{ per cent, 
bonds. Mo citiaen here made any bid 
for them or expressed a desire to take 
any part of them at that rate of interest. 
I hope the city will be able to refund 
thsee bonds at a rate of interest not to 
exceed 4 per cent To do that, however, 
the bonds will have to run from flfteen 
to twenty years, as parties who invest in 
low rate of interest bonds want long 
time bonds. Besides, for the next ten 
years there are as many bonds maturing 
as we can well redeem, and if the 
finances admit of it any amount that 
may be in the treasury can be applied 
to the water works debt that matures in 
1899 and 1900."

ROUNDED UP BY COYOTES. 


th* Jmek Babbits of Nevad» are Oatli- 
ered in by Wolves. 


"You never saw the artistic way the 
Nevada wolves would round up the jack 
rabbits, I suppose," remarkt-d Joseph 
Grandolmyer, the old-time Nevadan, 
i yesterday. 
is the clevefcst bit of 
strategy I ever heard of. Tluire are 
sevenu kinds of wolves all through 
the State, but the ooy()t«.s are by far 
the 
pleutiest. 
In 
the 
Humboldt, 
Smoky, and other valley'S the coyotes 
form in military line, oftentimes along 
1 some old road,as I have most frequent- 
ly seen them, and thus systematically 
go on a regular drive. 


"They stretch out over a great area 
of country, the coyotes being stationed 
somewhere near a' mile apart. 
Once 
t h ^ get sight of a jack rabltit his name 
is Dennis. 
He ujay takt^ to the .sage- 
brush and elude tlu; coyotes for a time, 
j Fifty or a hundred coyotes can thus 
in a short time rake in a terrible lot of 
rabbits. 
If the coyotes are hungry it 
is about the rarest^ sport one can wit- 
ness. 
They go at the hunt with so 
much ardor and with such perfect sys- 
tem. 


"A coyote on his own account can 
usually forage successfully for feed. 
He is sly, like a fox, and, always with 
an eye out for number one, he general- 
ly has his belly full, and lots of fat 
sticking to his ribs; but if the weather 
has been bad and he gets separated 
from his fellows on a niconnoitering 
tour he may have a hard tim(i of it. 


"In the sagebrush a jack rabbit can 
/•enerally manage to elude a coyote. 
&e can get in and out quicker, while 
the coyote, being bigger is delayed by 
the brush, and can't get in and out like 
a rabbit. 


"But after a lot of hungry wolves 
have h(il(l a council of war anil decided 
to go on a Imnt, it is time for the ral>- 
bits to hunt their holes. 
There is al- 
ways music in the air about that time, 
and the weird howls of the wolves 
sound like a distant reveille. 


"The rabbits seem to understand the 
situation, too, and .scamper hither and 
thither over the plains anil rolling 
hills. 
It is not long, however, till the 
wolves marshal 
their forces. 
They 
begin by making a wide detour over 
the hills, lessening the size of the cir- 
cle aa they advance, and holding all 
the rabbits they g(it as skillfully as a 
iishcrmau handles liis seine. 


"The jack rabbits are all of a trem- 
ble when they see hovv their enemies 
have them hedged about, and jump 
helplessly into the air, and utter piti- 
ful cries. 


"The wolves merely watch the sides 
warily, and look on vindictively, with 
tongues lolling out through their white 
teeth, and eyes sparkling, expressive 
of the knowfedge tliat they will soon 
have some iint; eating. 


"As the wolves draw nearer together 
the quick sua}), snap of their jaws is 
heard as they snip tin; throaUs of their 
victims, and they fall dead from loss 
of blood. 


"When every rabbit is killed, the 
coyotes sit down on their haunches 
to a very comfortablii banquet, and 
never let up until they have taken 
aboard so much rabbit meat that they 
can hardly stir. 


"Then they slowly meaiuler ofif to 
their homes, wherever they may be, 
and if there is a lot of rahl/it meat left, 
as there may be, they put in an ap- 
pearance again at stated intervals, un- 
til the whole is consunn d. 


"After a lot of c(j\ otes have had a 
talk, so to s})eak, and decided to go on 
a hunt, they will sometimes go to a 
rough region, where tluiv know the 
rabbits abound, and lay siege for them 
in anotiier way. 
(Jertaiu brigades will 
clamb(;r upon the high rocks and hill- 
tops, surrounding a canon, and drive 
the game down into the depths below, 
other relays of wolves having previous- 
ly been placed at the entrance and at 
the weak places. 
They ofU'ntimes get 
a great many into a cauon in this way, 
and thus speedily liuish thrm. 


"It is generally iu the very early 
morning that the coyotes sound their 
reveille and go after the rabbits."— 
Si. 
ULobt-Democrat.

B«ring Stanley's first gréa» trip 
down the Congo, his liUle p a r ^ for 
hundreds of miles heard almost con- 
stantly the thunder of the big war 
drams. 
At many a bend of the river 
they saw the canoes of the natives 
pushing out from the shore filled with 
howling savages bent on the destruc- 
tion of the little band who wished for 
nothing so much as to glide peacefully 
down stream to the sea. It is not^ al- 
ways easy to fathom the exact motives 
tiiat inspire the acts of uncivilized peo- 
ples, and now that the whites are well 
established on the Congo, some of them 
have inquired with great interest of 
the natives what they thought of Stan- 
ley when he first appeared to them, 
and why they gave him such an un- 
friendly reception. 
A conversation 
that the Rev. Mr. Bently had with a 
native at Bolobo on this subject, a 
while ago, gives an interesting insight 
into the workings of the savage mind. 
• "Why did the Bayansi attack the 
white man?" Mr, Bently asked. 


"Oh, we did not attack him, but we 
meant to. 
We had heard from far up 
the river that one of the strange white 
men we had never seen, who made the 
cloth our traders brought us, was com- 
ing down the river. 
We heard that 
everybody above us had gone out to 
fight him just for the glory of winning 
a victory over this wonderful kind of 
men. 
Do you think we could be be- 
hind the rest? Why, we would have 
been the laughing stock of the whole 
river if we had notât least showed that 
we dared to go out and fight him. 
When we went to trade in friendly 
towns and ioined in the dance all the 
girls would have laughed at us and 
sung how their braves had gone out to 
fight the great white man while the 
Bayansi ran away and hid like women. 
We could not miss such a chance to 
show that we were brave men, too. 


"So we filled our biggest canoes 
with men, and hid behind the long 


point above 
our town. 
We waited 
there, and by and by we saw the white 
man's canoes far up the river. 
All 
our assegais and lances were sharp, 
and we intended to make a good fight. 
Down came the white man, and we 
were just getting ready to push out 
from the shore, when, much to our sur- 
prise, he turned the prows of his canoes 
towards the opposite sliore, just above 
us, and soon he landed on the other 
side of the river. 


"We thought we would watch him 
awhile and see what happened. There 
were hundreds of us, and we were all 
looking through the grass to see what 
the white man did. 
We saw his men 
mingling with the tribe on the other 
shore. 
By-and-by some of our friends 
over the river came across. 
They told 
us the white man was a good fellow, 
and that he wanted to be friends, and 
that he was buying lots of food, for 
which he was giving beads and brass 
wire and many wonderful tilings. 


"That was too much for us. 
Every 
man rushed to the village, and soon we 
had several canoes loaded with plain- 
tain, cassava pudding, fowls, and other 
things, and over we went to trade. 
We got good prices for our food, and 
so you see we didn't fight after all." 


it will be remembered that Stanley 
mentioned this very tribe at Bolobo as 
among the first who sold him food and 
gave him a friendly reception after he 
had run the gauntlet of scores of hos- 
tile villages. 
Perhaps he never knew 
how narrowly he escaped having a bat- 
tle with the people of Bolobo, who, aa 
it turned out, bec;ame his very good 
friends. When Stanley went back to 
the Congo one of the iirst stations he 
established above Stanley Pool was at 
Bolobo. 
This story this native told 
very likely explains the persistency of 
the attacks upon Stanley all the way 
from Stanley ii'alls to Bolobo, about 600 
miles.

Last Sunday, a writer in the Gatette 


criticised the city; government for not 
having pdd off $290,000 railroad bonds 
issued twenty yesrs ago, and suggested 
that in refunding them they be placed 
or sold at home. 


The writer is not up in municipal af- 


Be does not know that the city 
has in the last few years paid off all its 
city orders, paid off the smaller portion. 
of the bonded debt, placed the olty on a 
eash basis, almost doubled the fire de- 
partment and poltae system and kept 
pace generally with the growing city. 


He does not know that in doing ail of 


these things the city reduced its tax 
levy from «1.M to $1.00; that the yalna- 
tton of red and personal property is less 
than it was fourteen year, ago; that 
•very department is operated cheaper 
than it was at that time, and that the 
management of the municipal affaire ban 
wen such as to excite admiration.
